Country Crock shelve 
non-aerosol margarine sprays for $1.39 to 
$1.59 near the margarine and butter in the 
refrigerated dairy case. Tasters tried it on 
air-popped popcorn, as well as steamed 
vegetables, to good reviews. 

“The butter sprays all had tempting 
aromas, smelled like movie popcorn 
butter. All were light in flavor, too,” a 
tester said. 

She liked the type of spray it gave 
because it seemed ‘‘less artificial” than 
nonstick cooking sprays in cans that need 
no refrigeration. 

The sprays are light, but not as fine as 
nonstick cooking spray. The Country 
Crock sprays a finer mist than the other 
two. Used as a topping, a 5- to 7- spray 
amount had no fat or calories and no 
more than 20 milligrams sodium. 

“It’s back to air-popped popcorn, as far 
as I’m concerned, with this product. It 
can be sprayed in layers or directly on a 
single bowl. Salt sticks pretty well, too 
Overspraying still doesn’t compare to 
pouring on melted popcorn by the 
tablespoonful. You can see where it is 
sprayed, too, by the color,’’ a tester said. 

Some couldn’t tell the difference 
between brands, but a couple liked the

more buttery, said she used less to get a

“What a great way to get butter flavor 
on popceorn,”’ another said. ‘““The Parkay 
seemed more buttery, but they were all 
good. My fingers didn’t feel too greasy 
after eating the popcorn either, which is 
another bonus.”’ 

A couple testers used the products on 
vegetables at home. Corn on the cob won 
their strong endorsement for using it. 

“Jt moistened corn like butter does,” 
one reported. 

The other liked the way it permeated 
the corn with flavor without dripping into 
the plate and down arms. 

“J love corn on the cob, but I’ve become 
disenchanted with trying to eat it with 
enough butter or margarine to taste it, 
but not overdoing it for the fat. I've tried 
butter-flavored cooking sprays on corn, 
but the results are too fine so they don’t 
get between the kernels and they turn too 
foamy on the surface,” she said. 

“Pm kind of liké Goldilocks on this one. 
It was ‘just right’.”’ 

She didn’t have as much success when 
she tried it on broccoli. 

“The broccoli flavor is too intense. It 
works, but it takes a lot more sprays to 
pull out the butter flavor,’’ she said. 

The products were not tested as cooking 
sprays, but one commented that she 
would like to try it — particularly the I 
Can’t Believe It’s Not Butter! and Parkay 
brands — in a fryi pan for eggs because 
of the intensity of the butter flavor.
